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The Bathing Pool, Scarborough.—The most popular 
sea-bathing in the north of England : Scarborough has 
sands remarkable for extent and smoothness, which stretch 
away under the. north and south cliffs. The pool shown in 
the picture is 350 ft. in length, and 190 ft. in breadth. Its 
deptlfvaries from 2 ft. 9 in. to 7 ft., and as it is swept by 
the seas athigh tide there is constant change of water. 
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
